HIGHLAND PARK, Mich. (Reu- 
ters) — Chrysler Corp. escalated the 
car industry's cut-rate auto financing 
wars this week by offering interest- 
free loans on its cars and trucks. 

The zero-percent financing is the 
most drastic program yet offered by 
à U.S. automaker in an attempt to 
spur sagging sales. 

The interest-free loans are based 


on repayment schedules of up to 24. 


months and will be given for 1988 
and 1989 U.S. car and truck models. 
Chrysler said the sales incentive pro- 
gram has no expiration date. 

The company is also offering rates 
of 5.9 percent to 10.9 percent on 
longer term loans, Chrysler said.

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Bennett Bidwell, chairman of the 
Chrysler Motors Unit, said the auto- 
maker does not plan to reduce its 
second-quarter pfoduction sched- 
ules and thinks that business will 
pick up due to the program. 

Several weeks ago, Chrysler had 
announced a program featuring 4.9 
percent loans that at the time was its 
most extensive program since the 
late 1970s. 

Bidwell said that program was cre- 
ated because the company saw that 
sales were softening. 

U.S. auto sales are down about 8 
percent so far this year and truck 
sales are off by about 2 percent.. 

Chrysler said the cost of the new 
round of incentive programs will 
have a slight negative impact on sec- 
ond-quarter results. 

But Bidwell said the automaker's 
profit margins will still be large 
enough to offset the cost of the in- 
centive program. 

"It's not going to help us. But the

He stated that since his de- 
privation he was enabled through his faculty of memory and thc kindly assistance of fellow-students 
to take courses in several colleges, including Leland Stanford and Harvard. T 

“The greatest day of celebration in this world is that which we have worked for sincerely," Mr. 
Hanks said. Mr. Hanks chose the hardship of obtaining an education after he had lost both eyes and 
hands, so that he might have a means of livelihood that would prevent the necessity of his becoming a 
street-corner beggar with a tin-cup. His efforts were remarkably successful. 


The address last Thursday had a salutary effect on our members, who sat with rapt attention, 
each thinking within himself, "With such a man as an example, why should I complain?" Mr. Hanks 
was, as President Doty ‘said, "the most incurable optimist that he had ever chanced to meet.” -

Chapter Nine 
The Black Hawk War: A Prophesy Fulfilled 


In 1843 while still at Nauvoo, Joseph had been given a Patriarchal Blessing 
by Hyrum Smith in which he was promised that he would have a large family 
which would be an honor to his name, and that in time he would be the means of 
restoring peace between the Mormons and the Indians. At first Hyrum's words 
were a mystery to Joseph, for he and his wife Eunice had no children and she 
remained barren throughout their lives. But now that he was settled comfortably 
at Heber City, Hyrum's promise had been fulfilled at least in part, for Joseph now 
nad 5 wives and 17 children. The remainder of Hyrum Smith's promise would be 
fulfilled sooner than Joseph could expect. 

Ever since the hard times spent at Winter Quarters and the long journey 
across the plains to Utah, Joseph had become more acquainted and experienced 
with the Indians, and had developed a rapport with them equaled by few of his 
brethren. At Winter Quarters, he bartered for oxen with them when it seemed no 
one else could make a trade. He was allowed to go free after being captured by 
the Indians and in turn treated his Lamanite brothers fairly during the trip west. 
Even during the Indian wars at Utah Valley, he had been spared from killing 
them, and in turn his life had been spared. And at Carson Valley, they souyht 
him out for counsel and allowed him to travel alone through the mountains where 
others were being murdered. It was as if he was being trained for a greater 
mission later on. 

Wherever Joseph lived, all of his indian brothers admired the way that his 
wife Pernetta was treated as an equal with his other wives, and they saw how 
Pick was educated as well as any of his sons. They also knew that Pernetta's 
children were given every opportunity his other children were given. They found 
his word to be true in all matters and were always welcome at his home or at 
any of the sheep and cattle camps his sons operated in the mountains. 

As early as 1851, Brigham Young had advocated reserving a large tract of 
land in the Uinta Basin for the Indians. By 1864 all of the Ute Tribes were 
being gathered together to be settled in that eastern part of the territory. In 
1856 a treaty was made with the Utes, giving them essentially the same Uinta 


Basin lands that Brigham Young had envisioned for them more than a decade
